AUDITORS 


Have Authority to Revise. 


"Person* who pay taxes will be inter- 


"iested in the syllabus of the Supreme 
court on the powers of county auditors. 
It is: 


"5006. Ohio Fanners' Insurance 


Company, vs Eldridge G. Hard, treas- 
urer. Error to Circuit court of Medi- 
na county. Bradbury, J. 


"I. Section 2744, Revised Statutes, 


«onfers on a county auditor autkonty 
to revise and correct the tax returns of 
«uch corporations, as under its provis- 
ions must make their returns directly 
•to him. Domestic tire insurance com- 
panies belong to this class. The au- 
thority thus 
conferred 
continues 


throughout the current year, or until 
"the taxes on the property so returned 
have been paid, but do not extend to 
•returns made for former years. 


"2. Section 2731, Revised Statutes, 


confers on the several county auditors 
of the state the same jurisdiction over 
the tax returns made by such corpora- 
tions for the five preceding years that 
it confers on them in respect to the re- 
turn made by natural persona during 
that period. 
"3. A willful undervaluation 3f 


property returned for taxation is alone 
sufficient to constitute a -false return' 
within the meaning of that term as 
found in section 2781, Revised Stat- 
utes. Judgement affirmed."
